The administration and Demo­ 
cratic congressional leaders feud­ 
ed today over whether Congress is 
“ lagging” on President Eisenhow­ 
er’s legislative program.

Speaker Sam Rayburn reacted 
angrily to a charge by Presiden­ 
tial Assistant Sherman Adams that 
Congress is not moving speedily 
enough. 
“ I rather think we know more 
about laying out a program and 
enacting it . . . than he could pos­ 
sibly know,” Rayburn told news­ 
men. 
“ I don’t think statements like the 
one he made are very helpful to 
the administration’s program.” 
Adams, 
first assistant to the 
President, said in a televised in­ 
terview' Sunday the administration 
thinks "it is high time in the in­ 
terest of the American people that 
the Congress ought to devote it­ 
self to picking up this program 
and doing something about it.” 
In the Senate, Democratic Lead­ 
er Lyndon B. Johnson attacked the 
administration for talking out of 
both sides of its mouth” on the 
economy issue. He called on Eisen­ 
hower to side publicly either with 
the “ spending wing” or “ economy 
wing” of his party. 
Administration leaders spoke up 
in defense of the President’s budg­ 
et and against cuts made in it by 
Congress. 
Agriculture Secretary Ezra T. 
Benson attacked as “unwise” a 
100-miliion-dollar reduction made 
by the House Appropriations Com­ 
mittee in funds requested to oper­ 
ate the acreage reserve of the soil- 
^ 
fiscal 1958. He said the ad­ 
ministration would wage a House 
floor fight to have them restored. 
And two other 
administration 
leaders opened a fight in the Sen­ 
ate to salvage a 50-million-doUar 
appropriation to finance an exper­ 
imental flood insurance program 
Housing Chief Albert M. Cole and

The Commerce and Labor depart­ 
ments said the changes in em­ 
ployment and unemployment were 
‘‘about the usual” for this time of 
year. 


The ria# in employment was due 
mainly to springtime increases in 
farming and other outdoor work 
and a pre-Easter pickup in trade 
and service industries. 


Factory employment dropped by 
130.000 jobs between March and 
April — a somewhat larger than 
usual decline for this time of year.

Normal Life Expectancy 


Disclose Operation in Which 'Watch 
Spring is Inserted in Woman's Heart 


The Fifth Avenue Fashion Center 
ai Southern Illinois 


DETROIT (IP*—A team of sur­ 
geons today disclosed a rem ark­ 
able new operation in which a 
“ watch spring” was inserted in a 
woman’s heart. 
The patient, Mrs. Mabel Street­ 
er, 34, was operated on April 5, 
1956, and has carried the metal 
spring in her heart for more than 
a year. 
The operation, another develop­ 
ment in the rapidly expanding field 
of heart surgery, is designed to 
correct 
a 
condition 
known 
as 
“ mitral insufficiency,” in which 
the mitral valve of the heart fails 
to open and close properly. 
The new technique was devel­ 
oped by Drs. Jam es H. Wible, Lyle 
F. Jacobsen, Prescott Jordon Jr., 
and Charles G. Johnston of Wayne 
State University’s college of medi­ 
cine. 
Prior to her operation, doctors 
gave Mrs. Streeter, a mother of 
five, about six months to live. They 
now hope she may have a normal 
life expectancy. 
Once bedridden 
much of the 
time, Mrs. 
Streeter, 
a slender 
woman, said she now feels “ fine,” 
does most of her housework and 
cares for her children, ranging in 
age from 2 to 14. 
She is the first person in history 
with a metal spring in her heart. 
Three years ago when the team 
st luxgtom conceived the idee et 


a mechanical aid for the mitral 
valve, they looked around for the 
right type of metal, something that 
wouldn’t corrode, break, or lose 
its tension, and would last a life­ 
time. 
“ We wrote to the Elgin National 
Watch Co. and asked them about 
the 
metallurgical 
properties of 
watch springs,” Wible said. 
Thomas R. Green, Elgin’s teeh- 
| meal director, informed the doc 
tors that the patened alloy used 
in the “ unbreakable” spring would 
last an estimated 300 years, r e ­ 
taining its tensile strength and its 
resistance to corrosion. 
The surgical team visited the El 
gin plant and, working with Elgin 
technicians, finally came up with 
an odd-looking spring with a dia­ 
mond-shaped “ head” and a two- 
inch “ handle.” 
When introduced into the heart, 
the spring is encased in a nylon 
“ stocking” stitched to the spring 
with silk suture. The entire device 
is imbedded in the mitral leaflet 
which opens and closes to allow 
blood to flow through as the heart 
beats. 
The surgeons performed the op­ 
eration on 110 dogs before trying 
it on a human being. 
Wible said the operation is rela­ 
tively simple. 
“ It Ukes only about in minutes 
or lo to insert the apring,” hi md.
